GW EXPANDS DEBIT DOLLARS PROGRAM TO CAMPUS VENDING MACHINES 

WASHINGTON - Members of The George Washington University community will no 
longer have to feed several campus vending machines their dollars and change to purchase a 
favorite snack. Instead, they now have the option of swiping their GWorld card. 

The move is an expansion of the GWorld Debit Dollar program, a currency that works 
like cash at participating on-campus outlets and off-campus merchants. The first vending 
machines to accept Debit Dollars will be located at Thurston Hall, Lemer Health and Wellness 
Center, New Hall, Ross Hall, Academic Center basement, Funger Hall, Marvin Center 5 th floor 
and Somers Hall at the Mount Vernon Campus. Each location will have a snack, juice and soda 
machine activated. The University plans to wire more vending locations for Debit Dollar use 
later this spring. 

“With Debit Dollars currently being used to do laundry, pay for printing and 
photocopying in the libraries and labs, to buy things at the GW Bookstore, Pulse Copy Center 
and other on and off-campus purchases, we thought this was a natural extension to the program,” 
said Gary Reynolds of Institutional Auxiliary Services. “It will work to make the Foggy Bottom 
and Mount Vernon campuses more convenient places to live, work and learn.”

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GW PROFESSOR OF DANCE FEATURED IN SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION’S 
CELEBRATION OF KOREAN AMERICAN CENTENNIAL 


Dana Tai Soon Burgess Appears in Photo Exhibit at Museum of Natural History and Prepares 
for World Premiere of Modern Dance Performance at Kennedy Center 

WASHINGTON - Dana Tai Soon Burgess, associate professor of dance at The George 
Washington University, is prominently featured in the Smithsonian Institution’s celebration of the 
Korean American Centennial. His picture is included in a photo exhibition celebrating 100 years of 
Korean American history, and the Smithsonian has commissioned Burgess and his company, Moving 
Forward, to create a dance work as part of the centennial celebration. 

“I am proud of my heritage and to be associated with the many great Korean Americans 
included in the Smithsonian’s Korean American Centennial celebration,” said Burgess. “My mother’s 
family were some of the first Korean immigrants to land in Hawaii in 1903, so the dance work in 
particular will have a great personal and artistic meaning for me.” 

Burgess is one of three artists featured in the photo exhibition, titled “A Korean American 
Century.” The exhibit highlights the history and achievements of Korean Americans in the United 
States, and exhibit material traces the relationship between Korea and the United States leading up to 
the initial Korean immigration. “A Korean American Century” runs from January 22 through August 
20 in the Baird Gallery of the National Museum of Natural History, at 10 th Street and Constitution 
Avenue, NW. 

Burgess’ modern dance, inspired by his family history, will depict a family’s journey from 
Korea to the new world. The world premiere performances will take place at The John F. Kennedy 
Center for the Performing Arts on November 6 and 7. 

The first Korean immigrants came to Hawaii in 1903. According to the 2000 U.S. Census, 
there are currently more than one million Korean Americans in the United States. Northern Virginia is 
one of the areas with the densest Korean American population, along with Los Angeles, New York and 
Chicago. 

Both the photo exhibition and a pre-performance event for the dance work on October 30 will 
take place at the Museum of Natural History and are open to the public and free of charge. These 
events are two of the many programs and exhibitions presented by the Smithsonian Asian Pacific 
American Program, in commemoration of the Korean American Centennial.

BACKGROUND: 

On display are nearly 150 items from the Janet Travell Papers, including letters, photographs, articles, 
memorabilia and artifacts, which give the viewer a hint of the rich and varied life this remarkable woman led. 
Special emphasis is placed on her years as White House physician to Presidents Kennedy and Johnson (1961- 
1965), and her pioneering work in the field of myofascial pain. Dr. Travell’s papers were donated to the library 
in 1998 by her daughters, Virginia Powell Wilson and Janet Powell Pinci. 

Dr. Travell was a distinguished member of the medical community, becoming the first woman to serve as 
personal physician to a United States President and authoring more than 100 scientific articles. She was also 
renowned as an expert on myofascial pain - a term used to describe pain and dysfunction of skeletal muscles - 
and pioneered numerous techniques for dealing with chronic pain. Dr. Travell co-authored, with David G. 
Simons, M.D., the acclaimed two-volume textbook Myofascial Pain and Dysfunction: The Trigger Point Manual. 

Dr. Travell served on the faculty of The George Washington University School of Medicine and Health 
Sciences and University Hospital as associate clinical professor of medicine from 1961-1970, emeritus clinical 
professor of medicine from 1970-1988, and was made an honorary clinical professor of medicine in 1988. She 
remained an active figure up until her death at the age of 95, writing, giving lectures and attending conferences. 

The co-curators of the exhibit are Sonya Lynn Tupone, a GW graduate student in the Museum Studies 
Program, and G. David Anderson, University archivist.

WASHINGTON - The George Washington University announced today the receipt of a $5 
million grant to conduct research on automotive safety. Professor Kennedy H. Digges, director of 
biomechanics and safety at the Federal Highway Administration/National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (FHWA/NHTSA) National Crash Analysis Center (NCAC) at The George Washington 
University, will direct the project aimed at further improving the safety of today’s automobiles, with 
specific attention to child safety. 


The funding, provided by the Ford Motor Company, was part of an out-of-court settlement 
agreement that did not involve GW. Both Ford and the plaintiffs’ class counsel agreed that more value 
could be added to the settlement by contributing to research efforts in safety. They also unanimously 
agreed that Digges, in his capacity as a research professor in the NCAC, was the best person to direct this 
research. 


“This is a unique opportunity and an honor for the NCAC,” said Digges. “We will be able to 
collaborate with other research universities and institutes and pull the research together utilizing the skills 
of the best-of-the-best. This substantial amount of funding will allow us to accomplish some major goals 
and most importantly will save lives on our highways.” 

Half of the $5 million award will fund research at the NCAC, located at GW’s Virginia Campus, 
within GW’s School of Engineering and Applied Science (SEAS). The remaining portion will be 
subcontracted to other colleges and universities with established programs in safety research, with Digges 
and the NCAC guiding the overall efforts. 

Along with targeted efforts in child safety, it is expected that the NCAC will lead research 
activities in areas such as crash investigations; compatibility of large and small vehicles during impact; 
and analysis of advanced airbag and safety belt systems; and more. Special emphasis will be placed on 
directing funding toward segments of the population with the greatest needs. While the general motoring 
public will be the primary benefactors of the research, it also will provide a foundation for numerous 
master’s and doctoral degrees at GW and other selected universities. 

“This award is a testament to the outstanding contributions GW has made the field of automobile 
safety,” said Professor Timothy Tong, dean of SEAS. “With this funding, we will be contributing to 
saving lives while developing the leaders and engineers that will carry on these efforts for years to come. 
It’s a winning situation for everyone.”

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Digges has been an integral part of the NCAC since its inception in 1992, following a career that 
took him from being an officer in the U.S. Air Force to leadership positions within the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration. 

“This is a tremendous award and a testament to the skills and expertise Ken brings to GW and the 
safety community as a whole,” said Nabih E. Bedewi, professor of engineering and NCAC director. “No 
one deserves this more than Ken. He has dedicated his life to saving others and along the way has found 
time to share his vast knowledge with GW students and NCAC staff.”

As a part of the civil and environmental engineering department within SEAS, the NCAC also produces 
top-notch graduate students in transportation safety engineering.

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TWO GW LAW SCHOOL FACULTY TO REPRESENT U.S. GOVERNMENT BEFORE 
THE INTERNATIONAL COURT OF JUSTICE 

WASHINGTON - The George Washington University Law School faculty members Sean 
D. Murphy and Michael J. Matheson will argue before the International Court of Justice (ICJ) on 
behalf of the United States government in Oil Platforms (Islamic Republic of Iran v. United States of 
America), which began on February 17, 2003. 


In this case, which was Filed in 1992, Iran alleges that attacks by the U.S. Navy in 1987-88 
on three Iranian offshore oil production complexes constituted a breach of the 1955 U.S.-Iran Treaty 
of Amity. In 1996, the ICJ determined that it had jurisdiction over the case. Since then, the parties 
have filed extensive written pleadings to the court, including a counter-claim by the United States 
alleging that Iran violated the same Treaty of Amity by attacking U.S. vessels in the Gulf. After the 
hearing, the court will decide whether either party violated the Treaty of Amity. If a violation is 
found, the court will order further written and oral proceedings on the question of compensation. 

The ICJ, situated in The Hague, Netherlands, is the principal judicial organ of the United 
Nations. Its dual role is to settle legal disputes submitted to it by states in accordance with 
international law, and to give advisory opinions on legal questions referred to it by duly authorized 
international agencies. 

Before joining the Law School faculty in 1998, Associate Professor of Law Sean D. Murphy 
served as legal counselor at the U.S. Embassy in The Hague, arguing several cases before the ICJ 
and representing the U.S. government in matters before the International Criminal Tribunal for the 
former Yugoslavia, the Permanent Court of Arbitration and The Hague Conference on Private 
International Law. 


Visiting Professor of Law Michael J. Matheson served for more than 28 years at the U.S. 
Department of State, as principal deputy legal adviser from 1990 to 2000 and acting as head of the 
legal office on numerous occasions. While at the State Department he led efforts to create the 
International Criminal Tribunals for the former Yugoslavia and for Rwanda, and to create the United 
Nations compensation commission for claims relating to the 1990-91 Gulf War. 

From February 17 to March 7, 2003, Murphy and Matheson will make their second 
appearance in this case and argue this round before the court’s 16-judge panel. Information on the 
case, including the oral arguments as they are presented, may be found at www.icj-cij.org.

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GW BOARD OF TRUSTEES APPROVES STUDENT PRICING FOR 2003-2004 
ACADEMIC YEAR, INCREASES UNDERGRADUATE FINANCIAL AID BUDGET 

TO MORE THAN $109 MILLION 

Additional Funds Targeted for Campus Safety Programs, 

Technology and Student Life 

University Also Allocates Resources for New Undergraduate Writing Program 

Washington, D.C. -- The Board of Trustees of The George Washington University 
today approved a 4.5% increase in tuition, fees, room and food allowance for returning 
undergraduates for the 2003-2004 academic year and a 5.2% increase in tuition, fees, 
room and food allowance for students entering in the fall. Tuition and fees will increase 
by 4.5 percent for returning students and 5.5% for new students. The room and food 
allowance increase of 4.5% includes a modified meal plan that will give students greater 
flexibility in determining how their meal plan dollars are spent. 

Funding for undergraduate and graduate student financial assistance will 
increase by nearly $13 million in the next academic year, bringing the University’s 
total commitment for financial aid to more than $109 million. Additional funding will 
be used to enhance University services, including increased investments in student-life 
activities, technology and campus safety and security programs. As part of the 
University’s strategic plan to bolster academic excellence, funds will be dedicated to 
establish a new writing program for undergraduates and for additional increases in aid 
targeted specifically to graduate students. The plan also calls for increases in funding 
for the Law School, the University’s Gelman Library, and instructional technology in the 
classrooms, as well as financial support for a new, federally mandated computerized 
record-keeping system for international students who attend GW. 

“We face a two-fold challenge in the next academic year," said GW President 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg. “We must be sensitive to the economic climate affecting 
our families and the University while also continuing to build on our academic strengths 
and providing first-rate campus services. As a result, we are increasing financial aid by 
$13 million while driving forward with funding for initiatives such as the new writing 
program and other elements of our strategic plan.”

Students who entered the University in Fall 2000 or earlier will pay $28,690 
($38,730 including room and food allowance) next year. The total amount for tuition and 
fees for new students will be $29,350 ($39,390 including room and food allowance) 
while those students who entered the University since Fall 2001 will pay $29,070 
($39,110 including room and food allowance). 

The Board approved an even more modest tuition/fee increase of 3% at the 
graduate level, down from 3.2% last year. The Law School tuition increase is 5.3% for 
the 2003-2004 academic year. For the School of Medicine and Health Sciences, tuition 
and fees will increase 4.0% for first year students and 3.0% for second, third and fourth 
year students. The blended rate for all tuition increases is 4.4%.
